his Imperial Majefty waits the Iffue of things in Si- 
lefia, before he deter~.ines on the Propofitions made 
to him to aé&t with more Vigour in Spain, by fend- 
ing thither foe of his Reginients, 

Paris, Jau. 23. ‘ The King has frequent and 
*“ long Conferences with the Duke of Orleans, and 
* the Sentiments of his Royal Highnefs are generally 
‘approv'd. ’Tis faid he is the Perfon who main- 
* tains that ‘sis abfolurely neccflary to ack againft 


Portugal with greater Vigour than formerly : 


‘ King relithing that Advice, has feat pofitive Or- 
‘ders for 8000 regular French Troops to march to 
* that Side, where the Duke of Berwick is to com- 
‘mand. A Debate arifing in the King’s Council 
‘ about opening the Campzign in Catalonia, the 
* Duke de Noailles gave his Opinion that it would 
‘be beft to begin by atracking Gironne, becaufe 
* Tortofa being advantagieufly Situated, would oc- 
* cafion the Lofe of much Time and many Men to 
* little purpofe. The Duke of Orleans maintain’d, 
* that inftead of amufing themfelves with the Bark 
* it would be better to penetrate into the Bole of 
* the Tree, and march direétly to Barcelona; and 
* that the Duke de Noailles with bis Army might 
“encamp in fuch a Manner, asto cover the Siege 
* and prevent the other Garrifons of the Enemy from 
* annoying the Befiegers. "Tis not known which O- 
* pinion will prevail: What is certain,is,that the King 
* has given Order for the Storing the Magazines of 
* Rouffillon with all forts of Provifions and Ammu- 
* nition; and that all Preparations are made for 
* opening the Campaiga on thar Side early: The 
* Duke de Noailles has already taken his Leave of 
* the King to go and haften thofe Preparations by 
* his Prefence. The Duke of Vendome is expected 
* at Court from his Seat at Anet, and ‘tis reported 
‘ that after a few Days Stay he will be going to 


* Flanders. From our Court’s beftirring themfelves 
* fo very diligentiy, ‘tis conjectur’d they have form’d 
* fome Dengn that wil ao he conceal’d. We 
* are ftili in Unceriainty what Bnveiprize the Mar- 
* fhal de Viliars is upou: Nor can we devine what 
* the King intends by co cing fo many fmall Squa- 
* dronsto be firred ovr. Orcers are fent to Toulon 
* particularly, for ficung ovr 12 of the {malleft Men 
* of War there, that they may be the fooner ready. 


Hague, jan. 27. The 24th Infant the Towns of 
* the Province ot Acliand coulcuted to the Tax of a 
* 2d hundrecth Penny : Wich done, and a Refolu- 
‘tion forim’d thereupon, the States of that 
* ieparated for fome Days: During their Seffi n thofe 
* States agreed to the Loan for the «.t-cle of Swa- 
* bia,the rather becaufe the Duke of Wirtemberg iuas 
‘ defifted from his Requeft of a Loan fur oimfelf, 
‘and the faia Circle defire no more than 500000 
‘ Florins. The Province of Fricfland having alrca- 
* dy agreed to the faid Loan, (that isto fay co the 
* States giving their Guaranty for the Securiry of 
‘ thofe who flial] advance the Money) ‘tis thoughe 
* the Sum will be begun to be Negociated while the 
* Confent of the other Provinces is coming. ’Tis 
* reckon’d that 4oooco Florins actually lie ready to 
‘ be tranfmitred at once to che faid Circle. By the 
* Account tranfmitted hither of whac that Circle 
‘ have furnifh’d to the Heflian Troops during their 
* Stay in that Country, it appears that their Number 
is 8000 effective Men. The Count de Lecheraine, 
* Secretary Sinzerling, and the Emperour’s Minifter, 
* bave declar’d that the Succours which Sail’d the 
* beginning of this Month from the Coaft of Genoa 
* for Catalonia, will in their Way make a Defcent 
* on the Ifland of Sardinia, where King Charles III 
* has good Intelligence and ofpecially at Cagliari. The 
‘ plain Motive to that Enterprize, is the Neceilicy 
* of having Corn at Hand to ttanfport to Catalonia 
‘ for fubfifting the Troops. Thofe Minifters have 
* reprefented to the States, that feeing France cannot 
© well furnifh outa Fleet in the iienbatin. it 
* would be fufficient for the two Maritime Porenrates 
* to maintain only 40 Men of Warthere: And that 
* then they might employ great part of the reft of 
* the Money appropriated to their Naval Eftablith- 
* ments, in Tranfport-Ships, who would have no- 
* thing to do but to pats and repafs from Genoa, 
‘ Sardinia and other Places to Barcelona with 8 
Men of War to Convoy them ; and the other 32 
* might obferve the French Squadrons. They infift 
‘the more urgently on this Scheme, becaufe they 
* alledge that the Italians demanded for the Freight 
* of one fingle Ship to tranfporr fome of the Pala- 
* tine Horfe from Genoa, no lefs than 1000 Piftoles. 
* The Landgrave of Heffe-Caffel has fignify’d to the 
* States by a Letter, as well as by his Minifter here, 
* that he readily confents to furnish his Quota to the

€ ding, thar be will lec bis Troops ferve verte 
the States fhall jadge they may be moft 
allowing ‘hem fome Gracification inftead of Win- 
cer-Quarters.
